Legislators Prefile Bill Requiring Itemized Hospital Bills

Court testimony revealed that 
Flowers suffered a broken neck when 
the car he was driving collided with a 
AAA trailer being backed across the 
Kinston Highway at Dorsey Trailers 
shortly after 5 a.m. Flowers, who has 
been disabled for about 18 years, said 
he had recovered from the accident, but 
still had some pain. 

One member of the jury told this 
newspaper after the verdict was re- 
turned that the only question asked by 
any juror was, ‘‘Is that all we can give 
him?"

Hospital, Recreation Projects Considered By City Council 


The Elba City Council considered 
several very ‘important items at the 
regular Monday night meeting. All 
members were present. 

The opening prayer was led by Dr. 
Judson Vaughn, minister of the Elba 
First Baptist Church. 

The council discussed at length the 
proposed hospital expansion and the 
financiai obligation of the city; a 


three-year recreation program; - public 
housing expansion; adopted rules for 
the fire department; rescinded the 
2-hour parking; and spent a few 
minutes hearing a brief report on the 
rescue squad and reviewing the finan- 
cial statement of the city. 


Police Chief Ray Norris reported the 
new police car still hadn’t arrived and

he had again been promised delivery in 
ten days. He presented each member of 
the council with a disposition report of 
cases made by the police department. 
Councilmen had no additional questions 
about the police department. 


Hospital Administrator Jim Nichols 
and Attorney Robert Cannon told the 
council of the status of the $1,930,000 
loan request from Farmers Home 
Administration. They also presented 
the council with legai papers that would 
lease the hospital and nursing home to 
the city and hire the board as 
management. The city council had 
agreed two years ago to furnish up to 
$75,000 a year for 25 years to pay back 
the 5% FHA loan. Under the new 
proposal (required by legal experts) the 
city will technically be responsible for 
the entire amount of the repayment if 
the hospital itself fails to generate any 
funds to make part of the $140,000 
annual payment. The city must also 
establish a $141,000 reserve fund at a 
rate of $5,875 a month until this fund 
reaches $141,000. However, payment 
on the loan itself will not begin until the 
project is completed. 

This expansion project will include 
24 beds in the nursing home, expansion 
of kitchen, staff dining, storage facil- 
ities and emergency room. 


Mayor Bob English told the group 
“this scares me, as we were $20,000 
short of projected revenue in Dec- 
ember.’’ English also noted that 
Councilman Sonny Inman would not be 
voting on the matter because he worked 
at the hospital. 


After some discussion and a motion 
to table for two weeks that failed to get a 
second, a motion to take action at this 
meeting failed on a 3-2 vote. Council- 
men Cleo Hawkins, David Stokes and 
Mayor English voted not to take action 
Monday night, while Councilmen 
Charles Kennett and John Sharpless 
voted in favor of taking action imme- 
diately. 


Kennett noted the nursing home 
needed the added income, and people in 
the area needed the additional beds. 
Sharpless said he felt the same, and

pointed out that local families can get 
quality service at a lower rate than in 
big city hospitals. 

Hawkins said he was concerned the 
city might have to contribute more than 
the $75,000, and wouldn't have the 
money. 

English promised the representa- 
tives of the hospital an answer as soon 
as they had had time to study the 
proposals. 


Recreation Director Dennis Smith 
unveiled a proposed 40-acre recreation 
project currently under consideration by 
the city. He showed drawings for a 
three-year program that would include 
softball fields, tennis courts, swimming 
pool, T-ball field, concession stands, 
jogging track, etc., and would be 
funded by the city and a 50% outdoor 
recreation grant. Smith said applica- 
tions were currently being readied for 
the first-phase funding of this project. 
The park would be located on forty acres 
of land the city currently has options on, 
located just off Smith Avenue near the 
city limits. The first year’s costs are 
estimated at $200,000. 


Robert Davis, captain of the Elba 
Rescue Squad, gave a brief report on 
the status of the squad and the shortage 
of funds. He also asked for permission 
to park two rescue vehicles under the 
shelter at city hall. 


The council voted unanimously’ to 
discontinue the 2-hour parking ordin- 
ance passed by the previous council but 
never enforced. A survey of the 
downtown merchants showed they 
favored the ordinance slightly (19-16), 
but it was pointed out that only 
merchants were polled. Police Chief 
Norris gave an estimate of the cost of 
signs and an additional policeman. 
After the council voted to discontinue 
the ordinance until it was determined if 
the. new shopping center would cut 
down on congestion, Norris asked for 
and received permission to work with 
local citizens who park downtown all 
day to work or commute, and help them 
find alternate parking. 


Fireman Collis Parrish addressed 
the council on behalf of the fire 


department appointed to suggest rules 
to be adopted by the council on the 
operation of the fire department. This 
had been requested by the firemen 
themselves. When he presented the 
rules, they were adopted unanimously 
by the council. 


Mayor English asked Councilman 
Stokes for a report on details of a 
proposed land swap with developers of 
the new shopping center. Stokes 
reported that the owners of the property 
adjoining the center didn’t want to sell 
part of their property. The council 
instructed English to find out if the 
developers will sell the proposed 
property outright. 


Mrs. Mary Flowers gave the council 
a status report on applications with 
HUD for funds to construct additional

low-rent housing. She said the Housing 
Authority was filing applications for a 
50-unit project, and for a 27-unit:project 
with a senior citizens center. This latter 
project would be located on city-owned 
property on Adkinson Street and Tucker 
Street. She also asked for and received 
anew cooperation letter between the 
City of Elba and the Housing Authority. 
She said the old agreement had been 
outgrown as the Authority was operat- 
ing 125 units and planned more. The 
new letter calls for operating 250 units. 


The council reviewed a three-page 
financial status on the city. It showed 
some departments over budget, but an 
overall reduction of $36,000 from 
budgeted funds. 

Several questions concerning the, 
overspending revealed labor costs were 
higher than anticipated. 
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After many long months of twisting out hands and taiking 
big, the Iranians have released the 52 hostages they held in 
the American embassy for over a year.

They need to sit down with some experts 
and set out a five-, six- or seven-year plan for complying with 
the law on jails, and getting both courthouses in condition to 
serve the people of the county. The only way this can happen 
is for all of us to accept the fact that this is the only solution, 
and work together to do it with the least financial impact 
possible. We mean by that statement, that with full and 
proper interest by our elected officials, the goal can be 
reached with little and possibly no additional tax burden on 
the people. To the members of the commission we say, ‘"We 
expect harmony and action - especially action - and will accept 
nothing less."

Mrs. Flowers 
told members of the City Council what she has been telling us 
for months, and that is that HUD looks favorably on the 
proposals being submitted from Elba. We expect to get the 
word officially in the next month or so that new housing 
construction will begin. 


The proposed recreation project unveiled at the city council 
meeting Monday night is ambitious and should serve the 
needs of Elba for years to come. This project, as any other 
(such as the county problem mentioned above) can only be 
successful if elected officials work together, and if these 
officials have the support of the public. One sorehead can do 
more damage than three positive-thinking folks can 
counteract. 


We are full of excitement this week. The long-promised 
hospital and nursing home expansion moved a step closer this 
week, but it caught city officials a bit off guard. They were 
already concerned over having to raise $75,000 a year for the 
next 25 years, but found out it could cost them even more 
under the only method the feds would furnish the 5% money. 
We personally don't like some of the wording of the leases, 
management contracts, etc., but accept reality and hope the 
city fathers go forward with the project, especially after the 
untold hours of work by the hospital board. 


We received a warning notice this week about a gas rebate 
scheme being advertised in some weekly newspapers. We 
were aware of the program, as we had received the ad 
ourselves. We didn’t like the proposal we received, even 
though it promised us the ad for a full year. Since we had to 
print the ad right then or never, we filed it in File 13. Now we 
are hungry and needed the business, as our readers need the 
50 cents a gallon rebate on gas, but neither we, the Alabama 
Press Association, nor the Attorney General's Office can give 
us the name of the ‘‘man with the plan;"’ so we feel we have 
done our good deed by not printing the advertisement.

Se ee a Ne See 5 Sie de 
Reforestation Tax Break Approved 


Landowners who have 
been involved in reforesta- 
tion efforts this year may be 
eligible for a tax break. On 
October 14, 1980, President 
Carter signed Public Law 
96-451 which includes a 
reforestation tax incentive 
proposal as an amendment. 
Under the provisions of this 
amendment, landowners 
may claim a 10% investment 
tax credit, plus a 7% amorti- 
zation on the first $10,000 of 
capitalized reforestafion ex- 
penditures incurred after 
December 31, 1979, 

Prior to the passage of 
this law, direct costs incurred 
in reforestation efforts were 
required to be capitalized 
(money spent which will 
show no returns until the 
timber is harvested). These 
costs were not eligible for a 
tax investment credit and 
could not be depreciated. 
The taxable gain was simply 
determined by offsetting 
these costs against — the 
amount realized from the 
sale of the timber 

In filing a tax return this 
year, the 10% investment 
tax credit will be subtracted 
from the amount of taxes 
owed. The 7-year amortiza 
tion deductions are allowed 


as above-the-line deductions 
and are subtracted from the 
gross income to obtain an 
adjusted gross income. The 
first-year amortization period 
begins with the first day of 
the first month of the last 
half of the taxable year. 
Therefore, the deduction the 
first year would only be 
one-half of the authorized 
amount and the last year 
would also be one-half. For 
example, the first year’s 
deduction would be one- 
fourteenth of the total cost, 
one-seventh of the cost 
would be deducted in each of 
the next six years, and one- 
fourteenth would again be 
deducted in the last year. 

lo qualify for this incen- 
tive, land must be used for 
the production of timber in 
significant quantities (at 
least one acre). Shelter-belts 
are excluded since they are 
already covered under 
another section of the law. 
Also excluded are ornament- 
al trees, 

All expenditures must be 
direct costs incurred to plant 
or seed for forestation . or 
reforestation purposes. This 
would include costs for site 
preparation, seeds or seed- 
lings, labor and tool costs 


including the depreciation on 
equipment used for this 
purpose. However, capital- 
ized depreciation on equip- 
ment will be treated differ- 
ently since mdst equipment 
already qualifies for an in- 
vestment tax credit and 
cannot be eligible twice. 

A landowner may only 
claim the fist $10,000 spent 
in any single year. There can 
be no carryover of excess 
expenditures to subsequent 
years for either the tax credit 
or the amortization. Also, 
amortization deductions will 
be subject to recapture as 
OrGinary income (to the ex- 
tent of the gain) if the timber 
is disposed of within ten 
years 

If a landowner is partici- 
pating in the Forestry Incen- 
tive Program (FIP), he may 
only claim his personal costs 
and not the cost-sharing 
payments of the federal 
government, unless the cost- 
share payments have been 
included in the taxpayer's 


gross income.

‘In October President 
Carter signed the Higher 
Education Amendments of 
1980,"" Watt said. ‘‘The new 
amendments make notable 
changes in the two major 
federal student loan program 
and in the Pell Grant Pro- 
gram.” 

“*Many students and par- 
ents don’t think they could 
ever qualify for financial aid, 


and therefore they don't 
apply. I urge everyone who 
feels they need financial 


assistance to attend ESJC, to 
at least discuss their situa- 
tion with me. Many forms of 
aid are available. including 
grants, loans and student 
work programs.”" 

“Students should apply 
for aid immediately for the 
school year starting in Sep- 
tember, 1981," Watt said. 
The earlier students apply, 
the earlier they will know 
what aid they will receive for 
the school year. ‘‘Financial 
aid funds are limited and are 
allocated on a first-come 
basis. A last-minute applica- 
tion most often means titat a 
deserving and qualified stu- 
dent may not receive any 
financial aid for the school 
year."" 

Parents play a major role 
in their children getting or 
not getting financial aid. 
Parents of dependent stu- 
dents should have actual 
income figures to complete 
the financial aid application 
forms.

AG Warns Of Gas Rebate Scheme 


Attrorney General 
Charles Graddick warned 
Alabama consumers a few 
days ago of an apparent 
gasoline rebate scheme ad- 
vertised in some news- 
papers. Graddick said the 
office has had inquiries from 
attorney generals’ offices 
across the United States 
regarding the scheme. 

“It is another deal that is 
just too good to be true,” 
Graddick said, ‘‘and that is 
the kind my office advises 
consumers to avoid.’’ 

The advertisement, 
usually placed in small 


weekly or daily papers, im- 
plies rebates on gasoline and 
other petroleum products are 
available from a government 
program, Graddick says. In- 
vestigation has shown that 
no such program exists. 
Advertisements are 
placed with the papers on a 
standard order form, but 
payment is not received for 
the ads, some papers have 
reported. ‘‘Both the news- 
papers which run the ads, 
and the consumers who fall 
victim to the scheme, are 
losing money,’’ Graddick 
said, The advertisement 


promises SO cents per gallon 
rebates on gasoline, diesel 
oil, propane and home heat- 
ing oil. 

“Everyone can receive a 
rebate from the Retail Oil 
Association in accordance 
with official governing regu- 
lations,’’ the ad reads. The 
consumer is to fill out a form 
and return it with a $5 fee for 
“‘postage, processing and 
instructions,’’ to a post office 
box in Heflin, AL, and allow 
six to eight weeks for proces- 
Sing. 

Investigations have re- 
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vealed that the Alabama 
Petroleum Council has no 
knowledge of the organiza- 
tion, and the Chamber of 
Commerce in Heflin reports 
no knowledge of the exist- 
ence of the business, other 
than the post office box, 
which was recently rented by 
a stranger, The box is under 
surveillance by _ postal 
authorities. 

Those who have respond- 
ed to the ads with no results 
are asked to contact the 
Attorney General’s Consum- 
er Protection Division.

LESS TENDER MEAT 

With inflation and prices 
going higher, you may con- 
sider buying cheaper, less 
tender cuts of beef. Don’t Iet 
it get the best of you. 

There are some prepara- 
tion techniques that make 
the less-tender beef a wel- 
come addition at the dinner 
table. Cuts like chuck and 
round are easily tenderized. 

Soaking a cut of meat ina 
slightly acid solution helps 
tenderize connective tissue 
in those less tender cuts of 
meat. To do this, use a 
marinade of tomato juice, 
lemon juice, vinegar, or wine 
plus some cooking oil. 

Turn the meat occasional- 
ly as it soaks in the marinade 
to distribute it evenly, The 
size and shape of a piece of 
meat determines how long it 
should be marinated, but 12 
to 24 hours is recommended. 

I like to use a well- 
secured plastic bag for this 
procedure. The meat is 
easily turned using this 
method and it seems the 
meat stays evenly coated 
with the marinade.

REMOVING STAINS 

All the hustle and bustle 
of the holiday season may 
leave its mark on your 
carpets. If you find spots and 
Stains on your floor cover- 
ings, these suggestions may 
help you. 


The most important step 
in stain removal is to act 
promptly. Blot liquid spills 
immediately with a clean, 
white cloth or white paper 
towels. Avoid rubbing stains 
more than necessary. Work 
from the outer edge of the 
stain toward the center. This 
wiil prevent the stain from 
spreading. 

Test a stain remover on a 
hidden area to see if the dye 
is affected. If it is, call a 
professional cleaner. Don’t 
attempt to clean it yourself, 
Avoid getting the carpet too 
wet. Dry a wet area by 
blotting up as much moisture 
as possible, then drying it 
quickly to prevent mildew. 


There are two types of 
cleaning solutions which are 
easy to keep on hand and use 
at home. The first is a 
solution of detergent, vine- 
gar and water. It can be used 
to remove most water-based 
stains. To make it, mix one 
teaspoon of light detergent 
and one teaspoon of white 
vinegar in a quart of water. 

Oil-based stains are dif- 
ferent. For these, use a dry 
cleaning fluid like that used 
for clothing. Be sure to read 
any precautions on the label 
before using it.

THINGS TO REMEMBER 

Fertilize your pecan trees 
around February 1. That is 
not long off. Use a mixed 
fertilizer like 8-8-8 or 
13-13-13 with zinc in it. If the 
fertilizer does not have zinc, 
get some zinc sulfate and put 
3-5 pounds per tree every 
three or four years 

Fertilize with ammonium 
nitrate also around February 
1. On older trees you can use 
10-15 pounds of ammonium 
nitrate per year. Use less on 
young, smaller trees. Many 
older pecan trees would need 
15-20 pounds of mixed ferti- 
lizer per tree. Fertilize 
according to size. Spread 
fertilizer from base of trees 
as far out as the limbs reach. 

Incidentally, the middle 
of February may be the ideal 
time to prune peach trees in 
this area. If you prune too 
early, you are more likely to 
get cold damage. 


SOYBEANS 
Some Coffee County soy- 
bean growers may use beans 


out of their own seed bins if ~ 


they can’t get certified seed 
this year at a reasonable 
price. Be sure to know the 
germination on your seed 
before deciding to use them. 
Did you know that you 
can have up to $10 worth of 
free testing done per month 
at the State Seed Lab in 
Montgomery? For example, 
this would be enough money 
to get two soybean samples 
checked each month. To get 
free germination checks, 
send one pound of seed to: 
State Department of Agricu!- 
ture and Industries, Seed 
Division, P.O. Box 3336, 
Montgomery, AL 36193. If 
you need additional informa- 
tion, call me at 894-5596. 


MACHINERY 

Don’t forget to get your 
planters out and other mach- 
inery ready for plowing and 
planting. We will have a few 
acres of corn planted about 
30 days from now. So the 
planting season is going to 
be with us before we know it. 
One of the most disgusting 
things is to have beautiful 
weather where you can plow 
or plant and then find that 
your euipment is broken 


down and in the shop. You 
can avoid this by getting 
them lined up now.

SOIL CONSERVATION NEWS 


Bill Hughes, District Conservationist 
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RAINFALL OFF BY 80% 
WATER CONSERVATION 
IMPORTANT FOR FUTURE 


The average annual rain- 
fall for Coffee County is 
$5.21 inches; it will be 
Surprising to most farmers to 
learn that over 57 inches feil 
during 1980. The problem 
was not total amounts during 
last year but distribution 
70% of the annual rainfall 
fell during the first five 
months, leaving 30% or 17 
inches to be distributed over 
séven months. From the end 
of May till December 31, 
1980 rainfall was 80 percent 
below normal. 

DISASTER The only 
term to describe the effect of 
this type of drought is 
disastrous with farmers 
losing hundreds of thousands 
of dollars, and many farmers 
having to sell out completely 
and most of the rest hoping 
they will recover by the year 
2000. : :

assistance in site selection, 
design and construction of 
ponds for irrigation Irriga- 
tion ponds or reservoirs are 
different from the conven 
tional fish pond not in 
construction but in size and 
cost To provide adequate 
water storage for 200 acres of 
irrigated land for example, it 
would require a pond over 10 
acres in size and 20 feet deep 
at the dam, with a fairly 
strong flow of water. As you 
can see, irrigation requires a 
large amount of water. 

The average traveler irri- 
gation system will use 
792,000 gallons per day or 


2.5 acre feet of water. To 
illustrate this volume of 
water - imagine a football 


field covered with 2% feet of 
water. Thirteen times that 
amount is required to cover 
200 acres with one applica- 
tion. Shortage of water is the 
number one problem with 
most farmers getting into 
irrigation. 

Another problem is cost. 
Most irrigation systems now 
cost in excess of $30,000 
minimum. Interest, under- 
ground pipe and fuel push 


the annual cost much higher. 
Since the initial cost and 
interest rates are high, irri- 
gation is almost cost prohibi- 
tive for small acreage. Many 
smaller farmers have come in 
asking for assistance and 
questioning if they should 
invest in irrigation. This 
decision can only be made by 
you, but the economics of the 
purchase point toward a very 
low return on your invest 
ment. 

Many farmers will be 
deciding whether to pur- 
chase irrigation systems dur- 
ing the next few months. 
Water availability is so criti- 
cal that this should be your 
first step. The Soil Conserv- 
ation Service can help you 
chéck water flows of creeks, 
determine volume of water in 
existing ponds or hélp you 
check feasibility of potential 
pond sites.
